Advocacy of Mobilization. 

“His persistent advocacy of to- 
tal mobilization has been a con- 
tinual reminder to an essentially 
peace-loving nation of the role of 
force as a shield as well as a 
sword. 

“Believing that change based on 
an informed public is the essence 
of America’s strength, he has ad- 
vocated many of the social ob- 
jectives which are now accepted 
as desirable. At the same time he 
has been a sharp critic of extrav- 
agance and distorted views inim- 
ical to the traditional American 
system. 

“Devoted patriot, respected 
statesman, adviser and critic of 
Presidents and exemplification of 
the American way of life. In his 
wisdom and strength of purpose 
he has held up to us a mirror re- 
flecting the best that our nation 
has stood for and is capable of 
attaining.” 

Wigner’s Citation. 

Wigner was presented by Prof. 
Arthur L. Hughes, head of the 
physics department. The citation 
said: 

“Born in Budapest and educated 
in Berlin, his first professional 
interest was in the field of en- 
gineering. He turned to physics at 
the time, 25 years ago, when this 
science was undergoing one of the 
most revolutionary changes in its 
history, changes which alter its 
very foundations and give us a 
basically new description of na- 
ture. 

“In this new field of physics, 
now known as quantum mechanics, 
he rapidly became a leader, and 
to it he made outstanding contri- 
butions. Among these may be 
mentioned the application of the 
mathematical theory of groups as 
a powerful tool in solving many 
problems in atomic and nuclear 
structure. Other field of physics, 
such as the structure of solids, 
have been illuminated and ex- 
tended by his keen insight. 

“He was a leader within the 
small group of scientists, who, 
about 10 years ago, were respon- 
sible for advising the Government 
as to the military possibilities of 
the use of atomic and nuclear 
energy. It was his unique compe- 
tence both as an engineer and as 
a theoretical physicist that en- 
abled him to plan the design of 
the great Hanford atomic reac- 
tors that first produced atomic 
power on a large scale for useful 
purposes. 

“He has held important admin- 
istrative assignments, first during

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FOURTH ATTACK 
ON EARL SHELTON 
COMPANION SHOT 


‘Little Earl’ Not Injured 
in Ambush Near Fair- 
field — Dellos Wylie 
Hit Four Times. 


The fourth attempt to kill Earl 
(Little Earl) Shelton, nephew of 
the notorious gang leaders of 
Southern Illinois, failed late yes- 
terday but an associate, Dellos 
Wylie, was seriously wounded 
when gunmen opened up on the 
pair near Fairfield, Ul., with 
shotguns and rifles. 

Wylie was shot four times, 
three times in the chest and once 


County Memorial Hospital at 
Flora, Ill., where doctors said he 


Shelton was not injured in the 
latest of six shootings in three 
years involving the Shelton gang. 
His uncle, Carl, was killed near 


Fairfield on Oct. 23, 1947, and 
another uncle, Bernie, was slain 
from ambush near Peoria, July 
26, 1948. Only~last month an- 
other uncle, Earl (Big Earl) Shel- 
ton, was shot in the arm as he 
and “Little Earl” left one of their 
Wayne county farms. 

The attackers yesterday had ap- 
parently waited in a patch of un- 
dergrowth near a garage Shelton 
and Wylie had recently pur- 
chased four miles west of Fair- 
field. Deputy Sheriff Elmer 
Brown said he found the weeds 
neatly cut and the spot carefully 
camouflaged from the highway.

The shotgun was apparently 
loaded with deer slugs, Brown 
said, who added there were indi- 
cation a machine-gun had also 
been used.

(Text of the address by Prime 
Minister St. Laurent of Canada 
on Page 1B.) 

A total of 2045 persons received 
degrees from St. Louis University 
at commencement exercises at 
Kiel auditorium today. Of this 
number, 1103 were June gradu- 
ates. The others were those who 
completed their education last 
July or January. 

The address was given by Prime 
Minister Louis St. Laurent of 
Canada, who spoke on “The Ex- 
pansion of Civilization.” He re- 
ceived an honorary doctor of laws 
degree from the university. 

After assembling in committee 
rooms at the auditorium, the 
graduates marched into Conven- 
tion Hall, led by university 
officials wearing the colors 
signifying their degrees. 

Today’s degrees were conferred 
by the Very Rev. Paul C, Reinert, 


S.J., university president. Seventy- 


eight received honors. Of the 
June graduates, three were grad- 
uated summa cum laude, 16 
magna cum laude and 30 cum 
laude. Of those who completed 
their studies last July or January, 
29 received their degrees with 
honors. 

Father Reinert, addressing the 
graduates in a “Report on the 
State of the University,” asserted 
that “unless the trend toward 
secularism in American education 
is abandoned, all private institu- 
tions of higher learning might 
within the next 50 years find 
themselves forced into an intol- 
erable position.” 

He attacked the “exclusive, 
monopolistic system of education 
which would train our youth only 
in the so-called democratic way 
of life, eliminating forever any 
relationship to God, to religion, 
or even to the dictates of the 
natural law.” 

Among recipients of degrees 
were graduates of the university’s 
corporate colleges, including 
Maryville, Fontbonne and Web- 
ster Colleges. 

Graduates of the evening di- 


vision of the law school included 
Miss Lucy Mae Turner, a Negro 
teacher in the East St. Louis pub- 
lic schools for many years, and 
Ora Polk, a Negro, who was once 
her fourth grade pupil. 

Miss Turner, who is 61 years 
old, now teaches the fourth grade 
at Attucks elementary school. 
Polk, who is 44, wes her pupil in 
1916 at the old Lincoln school. 
He now is principal of three East 
St. Louis grade schools, Dunbar, 
McKinley and Deuberside schools. 

It was the first evening law 
class to be graduated since 1928. 

In the baccalaureate address at 
St. Francis Xavier (College) 
Church last night, Bishop William 
A. O’Connor of Springfield, IL, 
said the current fear in the world 
is unworthy of a Christian. 

“The Catholic knows that the 
crisis of our century is spiritual 
and its fundamental causes reli- 
gious and moral,” Bishop O’Con- 
nor declared. 

“Fear is abroad in our land and 
in our world, fear of inevitable 
war, fear of frightful destruction 
by terrifying weapons, fear of the 
end of our freedom, fear of the 
end of pleasurable life, fear that 
after this impending horror has 
visited the earth life will not be 
worth living and will barely be 
able to be borne.” 

“This fear is unworthy of a 
Christian. He knows how to bear 
life. He does not set perfect 
and complete happiness on earth 
as the proper end and aim of life. 
He is not breathlessly searching. 
after every earthly pleasure. He 
knows this is God’s world. 

“This fearlessness of the 
Church and of her children does 
not blind us to the evils of our 
times nor lead us to minimize 
their gravity.” ‘ 

Bishop O’Connor told the grad- 
uates: “Your Church and your 
country need your talents and 
your efforts and the training the 
university has given you to solve 
the problem that is the root cause 
of the world crisis—the decline of 
religion in the lives of men and 
of nations.”

The reference was 
to ‘the New York American 
League baseball team. 

Names of Western Union Men. 

A metal box seized with the 
other evidence was marked “W. 
U. Agents,” and contained index 
cards bearing names of about 200 
individuals, most of them de- 
scribed as Western Union Tele- 
graph Co. employes. The cards 
listed the jobs held by the indi- 
viduals and thei stations. 

The pile of correspondence in- 
eluded a letter from a “loser,” 
who observed he had been “hurt” 
by losses amounting to $3416. The 
letter stated that a check cover- 
ing the losses was inclosed, and 
observed: “I will suffer irrepara- 
ble damage if this keeps on.” 

One Day’s “Gain” of $8821. 

On top of the daily sheafs of 
telegrams were penciled notations 
of the “take.” These records 
showed $46,000 was wagered 
through the betting house on May 
1, $42,000 on May 3, $47,000 on 
May 5 and comparable sums on 
other days. The record for May 
3, for example, listed the sum 
paid back and set aside for “hedg- 
ing,” and showed a “gain” of

Most of Bequests Previ- 
ously Announced — 
Largest $1,081,250 
From Horton Watkins. 


Gifts and bequests totaling 
$3,093,749 were received by 
Washington University during the 
past academic year, it was an- 
nounced today at commencement 
exercises. Most of the gifts had 
been announced previously. 

Largest single bequest was 
$1,081,250 from the estate of Hor- 
ton Watkins, former vice presi- 
dent of International Shoe Co., 
_who died last July 6. Oscar John- 
son Institute of Washington Uni- 
versity Medical School will re- 
ceive for a.25-year trust term the 
entire income from 25,000 shares 
of International Shoe common 
stock. At the end of the trust 
period, the university is to take 
the principal of the bequest and 
use it fre Johnson Institute or 
for other medical purposes. 

As announced earlier, William 
M. Louderman gave the univer- 
sity $500,000 toward a $1,000,000 
building program for the chem- 
istry department. He is president 
of Louderman Investment Co. 

Bequests of $462,384 from the 
estate of Mrs. Emma Jorgenson 
Wernse also were listed in the 
financial report presented by 
Harry Brookings Wallace, presi- 
dent of the university corpora- 
tion. In April, 1948, when Mrs. 
Werne’s estate’ was probated, it 
was estimated that her bequest 
to the university’s medical school 
for cancer research would amount 
to $300,000. The widow of Henry 
H. Wernse, a broker, she died 
April 20, 1948. Besides her be- 
quests for medical research, Mrs. 
Wernse left $20,000 to the uni- 
versity’s law school for scholar- 
ships. 

The Treasurer of the United 
States was listed as having given 
the university .$150,000 for a 
building. No explanation of that 
gift could be obtained. 

The late Frederick William Wein- 
heimer, who accumlated more 
than $1,000,000 in the tobacco 
business and from stock and bond 
investments, left the university 
$62,400 for a business school 
scholarship fund. He left a large 
part of his fortune to the city of 
Highland, IIl., his birthplace, and 
the bulk of the remainder to St. 
Louis charities. He died Jan. 8, 
1948. His home was at 2849 Hen- 
rietta street. 

“Other gifts,”’ totaling $416,747 
were listed without any detail in 

the financial report. 

Remaining gifts and bequests, 
most of them announced pre- 
viously, were: American Cancer 
Society, Inc., $73,672; Common- 
wealth Fund, $45,150; John M. 
Olin charitable trust, $52,000; Wal- 
lace Renard, $42,245; Rockefeller 
Foundation, $51,724; Wohl Foun- 
dation, $50,000, and Wohl Shoe 
Co., $27,500; Sustaining Asso- 
ciates Fund, $61,756, and Wash- 
ington University Alumni Fund, 
$16,918. |

Thomas G. Lanphier, who as a 
captain in the Army Air Forces 
during the war shot down the 
plane in which Adm. Isoroku 
Yamamoto, commander in chief 
of the Japanese Navy, was killed 
April 18, 1943, was a visitor in 
St. Louis today.

He was 
with a group of Army fighters in 
P-38s when he dived with the 
sun at his back and raked the 
Japanese Admiral’s plane with 
bullets. 

The day he shot down the -ad- 
miral’s plane in flames, he also 
shot down two other Japanese 
planes. He shot down a total of 
17 planes in the Pacifie during 
the war.

Fuss About Groups a Man Joins 
Gives Truman ‘a Pain in the Neck’ 


President Defends Appointment of Finletter, 
Chides Veterans for Criticizing Officials 
Instead of Seeking Good Points. 


WASHINGTON, June 6 (UP)— 
President Truman says all the fuss 
about what organizations a man 
belongs to gives him “a pain in 
the neck.” He says he’s probably 
joined some that he wishes he 
hadn’t, but he can’t see that it 
hurt him any. 

The President expressed his 
views in a letter to Clyde A. 
Lewis, commander-in-chief of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars. The 
letter, in reply to one written by 
Lewis, was reported to have set 
VFW officers back on their heels. 


Lewis had objected to the Pres- 
ident’s selection of Thomas K. 
Finletter as Secretary of the Air 
Force on the ground Finletter had 
been active in United World 
Federalists, Inc. an organization 
VFW doesn't like. 

“All this howl about organiza- 
tions a fellow belongs to gives me 
a pain in the neck,” the President 
wrote. “I’d be willing to bet my 
right eye that you yourself and 
I have joined some organizations 
that we wish we hadn't. It hasn't 
hurt me any and I don’t think it 
has hurt you any.” 

The President also took a crack 
at veterans’ groups for: their 
criticism of public officials. 

His letter, dated May 29, said: 

“It seems to me that if you vet- 
erans would spend more time try- 
ing to find out the good points of 


a man in public office instead of 
trying to tear him down, it would 
wd much more help to the coun- 
“There is not a better or more 
able public servant than Finletter. 
I’ve known him ever since I have 
been in Washington—he is better 
equipped to be Secretary of the 
Air Force than any man in the 
United States, and that is the 
reason | appointed him.” 
Finletter is a former New York 
lawyer who headed a presidential 
commission on air power that 
fathered the concept of a 75-group 
air force.

fluenced largely by the spirit of 
the German revolutionists of 1848. 

“The -head of this university 
and his brother, Karl, blessings to 
this country, are the kind upon 
whom the young may well model 
their lives, and, the old, too! I do. 
I made the long trip from New 
York as a call of duty, sounded 
by Chancellor Compton. It be- 
came a special obligation because 
of the world’s growing concern 
about Communism and education, 
subjects upon which I have cer- 
tain views. ; 

“Communism in America is 
riot a political philosophy. It is 
not a political organization, It 
is not an expression of free 
thought. In America it is a 
criminal conspiracy, inspired 
and ruled by the Kremlin. 

“Let us not quibble about this. 
It is not a matter of Red-baiting, 
or red herrings. It is a question 
of survival; a question made more 
difficult for us by the fact that 
the greater number of countries 
holding our views are so affected 
by the totalitarian threat that they 
need help before they can give 
help. 3 
‘Dangerous Romanticism.’ 

“You will find among us those 
who talk—who prate—of academic 
freedom, including, they say, abso- 
lute freedom to think and to 
teach. That is a dangerous ro- 
manticism, quite opposed to the 
naked reality. 

“In the discussion of academic 
freedom, I beg you to remember 
that those who accept thes Com- 
munist doctrine must accept the 
Communist discipline. They may 
not deviate from the line. In 
democracy, we object to the 
slightest -interference with the 
freedom of opposition; with the 
right of investigation;. with re- 
searches into truth; or with con- 
clusions freely, arrived at. But we, 
as a country, reserve the right to 
prohibit teaching that is subver- 
sive—that is destructive of our 
form and spirit of government. 
We hold there is no academic 
freedom for those who are com- 
pelled to take Orders from non- 
American sources, hostile to the 
spirit of our very existence. We 
refuse to surrender the right of 
self-preservation. 

“ ‘Free search for Truth and its 

free exposition’ is the principle 
laid down by the American Asso- 
ciation of University Professors. 
I believe with all my heart, that 
America has, with trifling excep- 
tions, observed this rule. Can any 
—dare any—Communist sympa- 
thizer declare the same condition 
exists in Russia? I always have 
been—I always shall be—con- 
vinced that democracy means, 
above all else, the right of oppo- 
sition. That is my ideal of political 
life. In opposition lies freedom; in 
criticism lies improvement. Thus 
we escape the danger of the pow- 
er that corrupts and destroys. The 
right to rear up on our hind legs 
and holler is the foundation of 
our existence and betterment. We 
accept praise; indeed, as Abraham 
Lincoln said, we relish it; but 
criticism, when it is sound, sharp- 
ens our wits and makes us re- 
examine and strengthen our pos- 
itions. 
- “In the effort to teach our 
young men and young women not 
what to think but how to think, 
we must keep in mind that the 
Communists dare not depart from 
a rigid pattern. Just the other 
day, Dr. Arthur D. Lovejoy, in 
the American Scholar, wrote: ‘In 
short, a Communist teacher may 
be expected to be in fact, first, 
last and all the time, a secret 
propagandist and an indefatigable 
intriguer in the interest of the 
one cause to which he is devoted. 
Such persons are hardly ideal 
members of teaching bodies.’ Or, 
I take it upon myself to add, of 
members of our government. 

“All of us of the Western 
World are bound by moral prin- 
ciples. Perhaps the truest test of 
individualism is our refusal to 
surrender them to a hagiocracy 
such as the Politburo, whose mem- 
bers rule in the realm of morals, 
economics, politics—of life itself. 

“The tables of principles of 


gious and commercial activities. 

“I regretfully answer that, if 
such a demand exists, it is not 
being fulfilled. 

“I find competence low, and 
growing lower, in the affairs of 
all mankind, and that includes 
us, I find politics largely in the 
hands of self-seekers—those who 
give the people what they think 
the people want—bread and cir- 
cuses—instead of painstakingly 
working out the processes of 
betterment. That is why I am 
apprehensive. We cannot arm 
against incompetence; we must 
extirpate it. 

“Mankind has devised methods 
of escaping the rigors of compe- 
tence, Various forms of goven- 
ment have been created, which 
rest upon man’s weakness and un- 
willingness to correct conditions 
by correcting himself, but each 
expedient has brought its penal- 
ties. There is no substitute for 
Duty; there is no bounty-man for 
one’s self. 

“In the existence of autocracy, 
or of oligarchy, lies the proof of 
man’s weakness. Through the 
Nazis it produced the most fright- 
ful war ever the world has known. 
Now, through the Communists, it 
is causing a cold war that dis- 
joints our very lives. 

“Rule or Ruin Despotism.” 
“Despotism is always aggressive; 

democracy is rarely so. That is the 
biological difference between Rus- 
sia and America; that was the dif- 
ference between Hitler’s Germany 
and ourselves. 

“Note this: The Kaiser, Hitler, 
Mussolini and Japan were all des- 
potic and all weavers of discord 
and destroyers of peace. It is a 
natural law that is operating in 
Russia. Once more a despotism 
seeks to rule or ruin the rest of 
the world. Our strength is re- 
versed—it runs from the bottom 
up. It is the sum of beliefs of 
each of us—to live together in 
freedom and peace. 

“Remember the wide illiteracy 
and ignorance of the Soviet popu- 
lation and remember they have 
never known the workings of free 
men in a free state. What do they 
know of the yearnings of mankind 
to be secure in his way of life, 
providing that there is no infringe- 
ment upon the rights and dignity 
of his fellows? 

“Once, not so long ago, the 
Italian patriot, Joseph Mazzini, 
said: ‘Ideas are the warriors of 
the world.’ We believe in that 
declaration with all our hearts. 
It gives us grace to look to the 
future with confidence. For against 
ideas no Iron Curtain can be low- 
ered. Through ideas the cold war 
can end only in our victory. For 
no guns or planes or bombs can 
extinguish thought. As Carlysle 
put it: ‘It is the thought of man 
by which he works all things what- 
soever. All that he does and brings 
to pass is the vesture of a thought.’ 

“It is through education that 
we fit ourselves for the bigger 
part of the individual. Under ed- 
ucation and wise regulation,” he 
will continue to be the creator 
of and sharer in the fortunes of 
his community, entitled thereto 
by his assumption of responsi- 
bilities imposed by living togeth- 
er. He is a protector of his own 
and his fellows’ freedom. 

“They are his enemies who les- 
sen and destroy that freedom. 
And nowhere can this evil effort 
be begun as easily as in the 
schoolroom and in the community 
centers. It is there we must watch 
for the snakes in the flag. 

Eight-Point Prognosis 

“I wish I were Hermes, the all- 
wise physician who never made 
mistakes. But, warning you that 
no formula is perfect—not even 
mine—I believe there are certain 
points we must keep in mind 
in our prognosis. They would in- 
clude the following: 

“1. The first and foremost of 
our national policies is to estab- 
lish and maintain world peace. 

From that flows all other bene- 
factions, both national and in- 
ternational. 

“2. We should set up a Peace- 
Waging Commission (supple-

What Is Reasonable?

Again W. T. Collins is letting sym- 
pathy and sentiment interfere with rea- 
son. Ability to pay a fair and not 
unconscionabfe rent has at all times 
been dismissed from the St. Louis area 
director’s mind. The one and only factor 
in his mind has been: How many votes 
can we secure by robbing tl! landlord 
of an equitable rent? 

Percentages of increases of rents are 
confusing. Some rents could be tripled 
and still the tenant would not pay a 
fair rent. If the newspapers woul 
print the comparative rents of Northern 
cities, it would be shown that the 
median rent for the St. Louis area was, 
in April 1947, only $24 or less than 50 
per cent that charged in Washington, 
D. C. and less than 50 per cent of the 
average weekly wage, which has always 
been considered ‘‘as ability to pay” rent. 
Therefore if rents doubled in the St. 
Louis area, on that basis rents would 
not be unreasonable. 

Admittedly, this would cause hard- 
ship with a few, but not any greater 
hardship than the increases in food and 
clothing.

Decisions That Count 


A term of the United States Supreme Court 
which had brought many disappointments in 
civil rights cases up to this week has now been 
considerably redeemed. 

In a single day of decisions, unusual in both 
scope and extent, our highest tribunal, under 
the chief justiceship of Fred M. Vinson, has 
hit three times at racial segregation. It has 
turned back the grab of two coastal states for 
oil rights“in lands under“their offshore waters. 
And it has made plain that long and intimate 
association with members of the Supreme Court 
itself is no shield for a corruptor of the ballot. 

Fhe decisions in the segregation cases are of 
greatest interest in Missouri which is one of 
the relatively small minority of ‘states retaining 
separate school systems based on the color line. 
Knocking out first segregation in railroad din- 
ing cars, the justices then unanimously ruled 
on the side of civil rights in the cases arising 


_ from the universities of Texas and Oklahoma. 


In the first of these, Texas was in effect in- 
structed to admit Negro students to its profes- 
sional and graduate schools which are patently 
superior to those set up separately by the state 


for Texans who happen to have darker skins.. 


In the second, it delivered what amounted to 
an .instruction to Oklahoma to end its discrim- 
ination—in the form of limiting facilities—against 
a Negro whom the University of Oklahoma au- 
“thorities had admitted. 

r - . 

Many citizens had hoped that the justices 
woula go so far as to rule out segregation in 
education altogether. This would have vindi- 
cated the great dissenter, Justice John M. Har- 
Jan of Kentucky, who a half century ago, in his 
protest in the Plessy case, made the historic 
remark that “the Constitution is color blind.” 
Chief Justice Vinson, however, took one more 
somewhat shorter step on the path of gradualism. 
He restated the court's acceptance of if not at- 
tachment to the policy of “separate but equal” 
facilities—with new emphasis on “equal.” 

Thus, this decision marks a definite advance 
over the decision in Missouri’s Gaines case of 
1938. For the Gaines decision left it open for 
Missouri to provide separate facilities for a Ne- 
gro law student, and the Lincoln University Law 
School in St. Louis was set up as a result. The 
decision in the new Texas case agrees that the 
separate law school in Texas does not provide 
equal facilities and so discriminates against citi- 
zens. 

These decisions should make a lot of faces 
red in Missouri. They ratify the fact that states 
south of Missouri, with many more Negroes pro- 
portionately than Missouri, have done more to 
open the way for equal education rights than 
has this state. The University of Missouri au- 
thorities and its curators have recently moved, 
it is true, to open the doors, but they waited 
far too long. As for the Committee on Educa- 
tion of the Missouri Senate, of which Emery W. 
Allison is a member, it has been not only re- 
buked but shamed by these decisions. The 
100-to-8 vote in the’ House to open up the uni- 
versity has in effect been approved. 

x * o 

The decisions, read by Justice Douglas, in the 
tidelands cases should stop for good the efforts 
by certain states, as agents of exploiting inter- 
ests, to obtain control of the offshore oil lands. 
These areas are public domain. The oil reserves 
under them should not be misused by anyone. 
Should a national emergency develop they 
would be needed for defense. Let Louisiana, 
Texas, California and other coastal oil states 
now cease and desist. 

The 5-to-0 order in the case of Edward Prich- 
ard, former aid to Chief Justice Vinson and Jus- 
tice Frankfurter, upholds his prison sentence 
for an election fraud in Kentucky. It should 
close the agitation for presidential action in 
Prichard’s behalf. He has been convicted fair- 
ly of a crime against the cornerstone of de- 
mocracy and he should pay for it just as any 
Pendergast vote thief. 

It was a good day’s work by the Supreme

Luther Ely Smith’s Retirement 

There is a special touch of sadness about the 
news that Luther Ely Smith has,resigned as 
chairman of the St. Louis Civil Service Commis- 
sion. His years and the state of his health 
entitle him to rest from an arduous assignment. 
And we feel sure that his retirement from the 
commission will. not mark an abatement of his 
interest in public affairs. He will strive par- 
ticularly for the completion of the riverfront 
memorial, the project which seems closest to 
his heart and which is bound to become, in 
part, a.monument to his interest in the city he 
has served so long and so well. 

The high regard of St. Louis for Luther Ely 
Smith was indicated by his selection as one of 
the guardians of the new merit system in 1941. 
Until the rules of the game of politics are 
materially changed, that system will continue to 
depend on scrupulous administration as one of 
the chief guarantees of municipal integrity and 
efficiency. 

This makes the choice of a successor to Mr. 
Smith one of the most important duties which, 
so far, has fallen to Mayor Darst. The commis- 
sion needs a chairman of unimpeachable stand- 
ing and of the highest competence. Here is no 
job for a hack, but rather one for another

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Should McCarthy Be Impeached? 


Almost Draconian is the demand of the Amer- 
ican Veterans Commitfee for the impeachment 
of Senator McCarthy. But who can say that 
there has not been provocation, and in plenty? 

Although the man from Wisconsin has not yet 
proved a single charge, he has for months em- 
barrasséd, if not completely stopped, many im- 
portant activities of the Government. A goodly 
number of State Department officials, including 
Secretary Acheson himself, have been preoccu- 
pied with McCarthy’s hit-and-run attacks. Sena- 
tor Tydings’ Foreign Relations subcommittee has 
been busy with them since February. As a re- 
sult, the full committee has been able to devote 
only about one-fifth as much time to foreign 
affairs as it did in the corresponding period 
last year. 

Furthermore, the business of the Armed Serv- 
ices Committee and the Joint Congressional Com- 
mittee on Atomic Energy has been seriously 
slowed down. This is because Senator Tydings, 
chairman of the former, and Senator McMahon, 
chairman of the latter, are both members of the 
McCarthy subcommittee. Here is one big rea- 
son why the Senate, as a whole, is so far be- 
hind schedule. 

In less direct ways, McCarthyism has numbed 
large sections of the executive branch by in- 
spiring if not new witch hunts, then a timidity 
and a fear of false accusation. To a certain ex- 
tent, the paralysis has spread even to the peo- 


ple. With respect to the demand for McCarthy's 
impeachment: We believe that Walter Lippmann 
has suggested perhaps a more sensible solution. 
He has pointed out that congressional immunity 
was never intended to license irresponsibility 
and worse. The doctrine, he says, merely means 
that a Representative or a Senator shall not be 
punished by a court or any outside agency for 
what he does on the floor. This leaves the 
House and the Senate as judges of the qualifica- 
tions of their own members as the Constitution 
provides. The Senate could decide that Mr. 
McCarthy has disgraced it long enough. It 
could move to end his sorry fulminations. 
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A Taste of the Old Glory 


— 

The French must be feeling pretty good today. 
For the first time since the war’s end—one 
might almost say for the first time since before 
Munich—their government has taken a step in 
international affairs strictly on its own. 

In persuading Western Germany, Italy and 
the Benelux countries to join it in accepting the 
Schuman plan for the pooling of their coal and 
iron resources, France took the initiative with- 
out nudges and pushes from across the English 
Channel or the Atlantic Ocean. 

This must make Bidault, Schuman and their 
associates feel a little more like the Frenchmen 
of Richelieu’s time, or of the days of Louis XIV, 
or those of the first Napoleon—days in which 
the voice of France was the first voice of Eu- 
rope. This makes us right happy—for, in all 
truth, France has been wearing the sackcloth of 
humility for a long, long time. And it is not 
good for a nation, any more than it is for an in- 
dividual, to feel for too long that it is impotent, 
frustrated, almost helpless, largely dependent on 
others. 

Further, the Schuman plan may well turn out 
to be one of the greatest acts of statesmanship 
directed toward the creation of an integrated, 
healthy Europe and a peaceful world. But we 
trust that Gallic enthusiasm, buttressed as it is 
by the blessing of the United States, will not 
over-value what has been accomplished. The 
plain fact is that, as yet, the Schuman plan 
really is not much of a plan. It is rather a 
statement of intention, and a rather vague one 
at that. 

This is why the British did not join in the 
signing. They wanted details before joining in 
an agreement. Whether they were right or 
wrong in thus withholding agreement in prin- 
ciple can be debated. But certainly the plan is 
not going to mean very much until it is spelled 
out. It could result in just a new cartel based 
on prewar models. 

We prefer to believe that it is a much more 
lofty concept. But only the details will tell. And 
we hope that a way will be found for bringing 
the British into the shaping of these details. 

Meanwhile, vive la France! 
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Towa Sets Up a Test 


A trial run on farm belt sentiment toward the 
Brannan plan appears certain in Iowa this fall. 

Albert J. Loveland, who left his post as Under- 
Secretary of Agriculture to seek the Democratic 
nomination for United States Senator with Pres- 
ident Truman’s personal blessing, was the pri- 
mary winner over former Gov. Nels G. Kraschel. 
The Brannan plan is the first plank in Love- 
land's platform. 

Since Iowa’s Democratic nominations are set- 
tled these days by a remarkably small vote, we 
are glad that Loveland will be the nominee. 
Kraschel campaigned against the Brannan plan, 
and he gave-Loveland a sharp contest. But 
with ‘most of the primary voters marking Re- 
publican ballots, the result would have been in- 
conclusive had Kraschel won. 

In the Republican primary, Senator Bourke 
B. Hickenlooper won renomination by an over- 
whelming vote. His real battle will come in 
November. Iowa will judge him, we hope, not 
only for his views of farm policy, but for his 
record of disrupting the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission with wild charges of subversive influ- 
ences, and of holding Senator McCarthy’s coat 
while Jumping Joe did the same to the State 
Department. 
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Gentlemen Must Stand Together! 

Perhaps because everybody is so engrossed in 
the cold war, nobody has taken time out to 
worry about as intense an international crisis as 
has troubled chancelleries since the days of the

It started in a New Delhi night club. Among 
those present were John K. Edwards, 27-year-old 
former major in the British army, and his fian- 
cee; also Dr. Oscar Tascheret, Argentine am- 
bassador to the Government of India.

As the business boom takes hold, production, 
employment and income are all rising rapidly. 
Unfortunately prices, too, have taken another 
upward turn, due to tight supplies and increas- 
ing demand in many lines. If the price rise 
goes far enough, it can eventually choke off the 
boom. 

Whether that happens or not, events seem to 
be vindicating the judgment of Senator Paul 
Douglas of Illinois, who warned last winter that 
this was no year for the Government to run a 
big deficit. It may well be that the margin of 
demand represented by the Government deficit 
is now providing the extra fillip which is re- 
sponsible for higher prices. 

A balanced budget, or at least a smaller defi- 
cit, might have given us the business boom with- 
out the price increases.

Strange Case of a Russian War Bride 


The Mirror

Like Ellen Knauff, Valentina Gardner is a GI’s bride who has 
been excluded from country without being told why, writer says; a 
White Russian, she was cleared by Counter-Intelligence; yet im- 
migration officers tried repeatedly to send her back to Japan.

Most informed Americans know now of 
the celebrated case of Ellen Knauff, the 
German war bride of an American combat 
veteran. Less well known is the com- 
parable case of Valentina I. Gardner. 


Thirteen months is a long time to be 
cooped up on the top floor of the As- 
sessor’s building in San Francisco—with- 
out being given a reason—but that was 
precisely Mrs. Gardner’s experiénce. 

Even today she cannot tell you—nor 
can her attorney nor anyone else fighting 
in her behalf—why she spent more than 
a year in Immigration Service detention. 
That secret is locked up in a Government 
“secret file.” 


The Gardners were married in Tokyo 
where she, a White Russian, had been em- 
ployed in the mail room of the American 
Red Cross, and he, a GI, was stationed 
with occupation forces. Their marriage 
bore the sanction of the Counter-Intelli- 
gence Division. 

When Gardner was able to leave for 
home, he made arrangements, under the 
War Brides Act, for his wife to follow 
him to Buffalo. She got as far as San 
Francisco Nov. 30, 1948, where immigra- 
tion authorities held her without charges. 
It was not until 1949 that a Special Board 
of Inquiry held a hearing. 


The line of questioning concerned her 
attitudes toward Russia and Communism. 
Mrs. Gardner has never been in the So- 
viet Union, having spent most of her life 
in Japan. At the end of the war, at her 
father’s insistence, she and the rest of her 
family procured Soviet passports, but 
none went to Russia. 


She Did Not Understand 


Mrs. Gardner had no counsel at the 
hearing. Her English was poor; she didn’t 
understand some of the questions. Those 
questions were explained to her, but the 
explanations on which she based her an- 
swers were not included in the transcript. 


It was then that the Gardner case came 
to the attention of Ernest Besig, director 
of the San Francisco office of the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union. After inter- 
viewing Mrs. Gardner and examining the 
transcript, Besig declared that “the hear- 
ing was obviously rigged” and demanded 
a new hearing. 


Instead, the Immigration Service sched- 
uled Mrs. Gardner’s return to Japan for 
Oct. 10. The A.C.L.U. obtained from Fed- 
eral Judge George B. Harris an order re- 
opening the case. : 

A new Board of Special Inquiry held a 
three-day hearing in December. The board 
asked her only one question. 

Witnesses testified Mrs. Gardner is a re- 
ligious person. She had an eighth-grade 
education in a Roman Catholic convent. 
She knows absolutely nothing about eco- 
nomics or politics or Communism. In 
Japan, she and her girl friends were in- 
terested in such subversive matters as 
“dates,” parties and jobs. 

At the end of the hearing the new board 
decided that it had no jurisdiction to pass 
on the merits of the case. The State De- 
partment, it said, had issued a preliminary 


. 


exclusion order! Thereupon the local im- 
migration officials refused to release their 
victim even for Christmas day. 


Upon the A.C.L.U’s appeal to the Wash- 
ington office of the Immigration Service, 
the Board of Special Inquiry was ordered 
to reopen its hearing, to decide whether 
Mrs. Gardner’s entry would be prejudicial 
to the interests of: the United States. A 
third hearing was held Dec. 23, the last 
work day before Christmas. 


“The majority of the evidence at hand 
is such that it would cause a reasonable 
person to doubt that the applicant has ever 
become indoctrinated in the principles of 
Communism,” the board finally decided. 
“Upon the basis of all the evidence pre- 
sented before this Board of Special In- 
quiry, the applicant’s entry would not be 
prejudicial to the interests of the U.S.” 


Still Excluded, by Whom? 


That was fine, so far, but that was not 
all. The board added that Mrs. Gardner 
was entitled to admission “if the Attor- 
ney General after consultation with the 
Secretary of State” felt the same way. 


That is where the Gardner case stands 
today, with no decision in 18 months. Mrs. 
Gardner got out on bail over the Christ- 
mas holidays on a federal court order, and 
the Immigration Service has extended 
that bail until July. 

So continues the case of the Russian 
war bride, who has never seen Russia and 
whose Soviet passport expired while she 
was held for 13 months on secret charges 
in an American detention cell. So con- 
tinues the case of the girl cleared by a 
powerful and secret Counter-Intelligence 
Division, cleared by an Immigration Serv- 
ice hearing, but still kept from entering 
the country and establishing a home with 
her husband—by whom? 

Perhaps the “whom” is the Attorney 
General. Mr. Besig points out that the 
critical point in the Gardner case or in any 
other alien entry case lies in the power 
given by law to the Attorney General. He 
can exclude any alien without a hearing 
on the basis of information of a confiden- 


tial nature. y, 
This power was upheld by the Supreme 


Court. 
Justice Jackson's Dissent 


Justice Jackson’s dissent in the Knauff 
case applies equally to the Gardner case: 


“The menace of the security of this 

country, be it great as it may, from this 
girl’s admission is as nothing compared 
to the menace to free, institutions inher- 
ent in procedures of this pattern. In the 
name of security the police state justifies 
its arbitrary oppressions on evidence that 
is secret, because security might be prej- 
udiced if it were brought to light in hear- 
ings. 
“The plea that evidence of guilt must 
be secret is abhorrent to all free men, be- 
cause it provides a cloak for the malev- 
olent, the misinformed, the meddlesome, 
and the corrupt to play the role of in- 
former undetected and uncorrected. 


Streamlining County Administration

County government has generally been 
considered the most neglected area of pub- 
lic administration in the United States.

At least 14 states, according to the Pub- 
lic Administration Clearing House, now 
have authorized some form of home rule 
for counties. This usually means that the 
county is empowered to adopt its own 
charter, consistent with the State Con- 
stitution and laws, and to determine its 
form of organization. 


more centralized executive. Los Angeles 
county, Calif. which adopted the first 
home rule charter in the country in 1912, 
has a chief administrative officer. 


Fifteen counties have county managers, 
and this number is growing. St. Louis 
county recently adopted a charter under 
which a county council of seven members 
will direct a full-time elected supervisor. 

This streamlining of county administra- 
tion should produce greater efficiency.

The Fabulous Hunter 


THE BEN LILLY LEGEND, by J. Frank Dobie. (Little, 

Brown & Co., 257 pgs., $3.50.) 

As the years pass the Ben Lilly legend 
will grow and grow. Stories of his prowess 
with hunting knife and rifle-will be told 
around camp fires and in lonely cabins on 
a winter’s evening and they will gain with 
the telling, for the legend of Ben Lilly is 
somewhat of a new legend. He lived deep 
into this century and was in the tradition 
of the Mountain Men—the very last of that 
hardy breed. Mr. Dobie says there can 
never be another.

his side. Once on the trail of a bear or & 

mountain lion, he would track the animal 

for days without anything to eat and no 
animal could successfully evade him. 

Ben Lilly knew that sign consists of 
more than tracks. “It includes bodily ex- 
cretions,” he says, “hairs rubbed off on 
logs and left on bushes and in beds, the 
markers and kills made by lions, the 
scratches and bites on trees by bears, a 
log or rock turned over by an ant-hunting 
bear, the flattened grass where a lion has 
crawled on its belly to spring for a deer. 
To read sign aright, a hunter must know 
the lay of the land, its waterings, passes, 
hiding places, seasonal foods, topographi- 
cal relation to other ranges favored or 
avoided by wild animals. He must be able 
to recognize not only what an animal has 
done but judge what it will do; he must 
know the instincts that direct its acts.” 

In collecting the fact and fable about 
this amazing hunter, Mr. Dobie has given 
us another near-legendary character to 
add to the Boones, Crocketts and Buffalo 
Bills. 

The eminent folklorist, philosopher and 
raconteur combines in “The Ben Lilly 
Legend” all the ingredients that made his 
earlier books, “Coronado’s Children,” 
“Apache Gold” and “Yaqui Silver” and 
others, such welcome additions to the foik- 
lore of the Southwest.

PROSECUTOR REPLIES 
TO-DISBARMENT SUIT 


Pulaski County (Ill.) Official 
Says He Is Victim of 
Political Persecution. 


By a Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
‘SPRINGFIELD, Ill.,.June 6 — 
State’s Attorney Warner Wall of 
Pulaski county, in a brief filed to-. 
day in the Illinois Supreme Court, 
declared there was “no fraudu- 
lent or dishonest motive on my 
part” when he accepted “contri- 

butions” from gamblers. \ 
Wall collected more than $30,- 
000 in three years, mostly from 
gamblers and used the money for 
county government expenses. | 
He said in his brief today that | 
the Illinois Bar Association was | 
setting a “dangerous precedent” | 
by recommending his disbarment. 
If the bar association’s recom- 
mendation is upheld, he said, his | 
office would be vacant. The; 
board of governors of the Bar| 
Association urged Wall's disbar- | 
ment on the ground that he had 
been guilty of practices “which 
tend to defeat the administration 
of justice and to bring the courts 
and legal profession into disre- 
t ” 


Wall’s brief, submitted by At- 
torney George B. Lee of Harris- 
burg, declared: “The Bar Asso- 
ciation, with close-fitting blinders, 
has traveled the length of the 
state to get to Pulaski county and 
there to ‘act for the benefit of its 
people’ in seeking ¢o remove from 
office an elected ofNpjal. 

“Has the responder (Wall) been 
the victim of the hue and cry 
against gambling in Illinois?” 

Wall’: brief declared he was'| 
carrying out “suggestions and de- 
sires of the County Board and of 


Totalitarian Communism. To meet 


‘we should not forget that the 
Communist theorists teach—and 


maintain and cherish and 
strengthen the values of our own 
civilization so that they will. 
ultimately prevail by the force 
of their own moral and social 
worth. 

“To achieve that end, there 
must be a growing unity of pur- 
pose and of effort on the part 
of all those nations and peoples 
who cherish civilization, and who 
cherish that freedom which pro- 
vides the only climate in which 
civilization, as we understand it, 
can grow and flourish. 

Totalitarianism The Threat 

“The one great threat to civ- 
ilization in the twentieth century 
has been militant and aggressive 
Totalitarianism. The free nations 
by a mighty effort destroyed the 
power of Totalitarian Fascism, on- 
ly to be faced with the threat of 


that threat, we must obviously 
have the actual and potential mil- 
itary strength to make us as se- 
cure as possible from aggression., 

“I do not think, however, the 
strategy of Totalitarian Commu- 
nism is based on the achievement 
of world domination by direct 
frontal attack—at least not until 
the rest of the world has been 
thoroughly softened up by inter- 
nal division and dissension. And 


probably believe—that so-called | 
‘capitalist’ society will, in due 


course, collapse of its own 
weight and that, with the collapse, | 
will come their opportunity. 
“What they are trying to do at 
present is to speed up the hoped- 
for collapse by all kinds of insid- 
ious means. One of these means 
is the Soviet Communist fifth col- 
umn which unhappity exists in 
every country — including your 
country and mine. For Totalitar- 
ian Communism has succeeded in 
attracting fanatical devotion 
sometimes in most unexpected 
quarters—through what seems to 
be a kind of hypnotism. 
Conspiratorial Forces. 
“Now every sensible person 


wourr agree that no free nation 
can afford to neglect any proper 
precaution to find the secret Com- 
munist agents who are in a posi- 
tion to do harm to the nation’s 
security. 

“But the existence of these con- 
spiratorial forces in our free so- 
ciety poses a very grave problem 
for us all. I was much struck the 
other day by an editorial in a 
great American paper which put 
the problem in the form of this 
simple question: ‘Why not use any 
methods to fight it, then, if the 
danger is so real? Why not, in 
short, the most thoroughgoing 
purge or witch hunt? Ought we 
not to consider one scalp worth 
the incidental persecution of 10 
innocents?’ 

“And the editorial then pro- 
ceeded to answer its own question 
in these words: 

“‘That course, this newspaper 
submits, would be burning. down 
the house of the American way 
of life in order to get at the rats 
in it. That is the way to do the 
work of the fifth column and to 
advance the aim of its Kremlin 
masters rather than to destroy it. 
For the hope of the Kremlin rests 
upon a break-up of the free world 
as a natural process of history. We 
are held by the Communists to be 
doomed. The tempo of this kind 
of collapse-conquest depends upon 
the speed with which America is 
softened and weakened. Here is 
the key to Soviet action. The Com- 
munists rely on the United States 
to do their own dirty work for 
them, so as to guarantee victory 
and save them a war between the 
two spheres of power in which 
they and the rest of us would 
perish.’ 

“I believe that statement is 
profoundly true. One of the great- 
est dangers in any struggle with 
an unscrupulous enemy, as every 
practicing Christian knows, is the 
danger of descending to the use 
of the same methods and weapons, 
and thereby bringing oneself down 
to his level. 

“If we are to preserve civili- 
zation, we must first remain 
civilized; if we are to preserve 


freedom, we must allow others 
to remain free. 

“It is obvious that expert po- 
lice action is necessary in order 
to detect the secret agents of 
Communist aggression and ren- 
der them harmless. But it does 
not require must reflection to 
convince most reasonable men 
that while all of us should be 
vigilant to protect our institu- 
tions, police action to detect the 
secret agents of potential enemies 
is not going to be made more 
efficient, and will often be seri- 
ously hampered, by too much 
publicity. , 

“What is even worse, the 
spreading of alarming reports 
about the prevalence of Commu- 
nist agents is bound to create 
fear and suspicion in many hon- 
est minds. And unwarranted fear 
and suspicion weaken the unity 
and the strength of any com- 
munity. 

“Surely the most effective 
weapon against Communist infil- 
tration on this continent is not 
the spread of fear and suspicion, 


but the confident practice of 
democracy and freedom and jus- 
tice. I believe it is essential to 
the effective operation of free 
and representative political in- 
stitutions that there should be 
public confidence in the good 
‘faith and honest intentions of 
those who are chosen by the peo- 
ple for high office and responsi- 
bility. We do not have to believe 
in the wisdom of all their poli- 
cies; and one of the most im- 
portant of all democratic freedoms 
is the freedom to oppose the 
policies of the administration in 
office. 

“But it is quite another thing 
‘to attack the good faith, the hon- 
‘esty of purpose and the loyalty 
'to their country of public men, 
when there is no substantial evi- 
dence to support such attacks. It 


tthe capacity for differences be- 
tween honest men is the very es- 
sence of political freedom. I have 
not been in public life very long 
but I have not found it neces- 
sary to question the motives of 
those with whom I have differed 
on public issues. 

“IT believe it is important for 
all of us in North America to 
strive to live by the faith that 
is in us. And I personally am 
convinced we are justified in be- 
lieving that the yast majority of 
North Americans are deeply 
enough attached to our free insti- 
tutions to make it impossible for 
a comparative handful of Com- 
munist agents to destroy them. 

“After all, the real menace of 
Communism is not a direct men- 
ace from the tiny Communist mi- 
nority within North America; the 
real menace comes from the 
spread of Soviet imperialism 
through Communist infiltration in 
other less happy continents. Our 
real safety will lie in stopping 
this tide and turning it back far 
away from our own shores. To al- 
low ourselves to be diverted from 
the real danger is to fall into the 
Communist trap. 

“NO SAFETY IN ISOLATION” 


| “Two world wars should have 
‘taught us all in North America 
that we cannot shut ourselves off 
from the fate of the rest of man- 
kind: that-there is no safety in 
isolation; that we are our broth- 
er’s keepers; that the hope of 
preserving our own free civiliza- 
tion lies in keeping freedom and 
civilization alive and flourishing 
throughout the world. 

“In a very real sense the fate 
of civilization rests with the peo- 
‘ple of the United States. We in 
North America lived for nearly 
|three centuries on the frontiers 
of civilization; ‘but today you in 
St. Louis are at the very heart 
and center of our free world. And

My first thought was ‘The Expan- 
sion of Christian Civilization,’ but 
I felt it was not necessary to add 
the word ‘Christian’ since it is 
not really possible for us to con- 
ceive of a genuine civilization 
which is not imbued with the 
moral principles of our Christian 
faith. 

“The theme seems to me ap- 
propriate for two reasons. In the 
first place, the expansion of civil- 
ization is or should be the primary 
purpose of a university. I do not 
intend to speak about the mission 
of a university, but it is probably 
just as well that my _ subject 
should be related to it. The second 


and main reason I chose to speak | 
to you about the expansion of | 
civilization is that I am convinced | 
a civilization cannot remain static 
and survive for very long. We 
hear a good deal of talk these 
days about the defense or the 
preservation of civilization, but | 
there is a lurking danger in those | 
phrases. | 
“If our civilization is to survive | 
it must continue to be animatéd by | 
a dynamic faith—the kind of faith | 
which brought the young Jacques | 
Marquette from the comfort and | 
security of a wealthy home in| 
France to face the discomforts | 
and perils of the unknown wilder- | 
ness; the spirit which drove him, 
in his own words, to ‘explore this 
River as far as we can’ and ‘to. 
visit the Nations dwelling there, | 
in order to open the passage to | 
such of our Fathers as have been | 
awaiting this good fortune for so 
long a time.’ Father Marquette 
was not thinking of static defense; 
his vision was of dynamic expan- | 
sion of a civilizing Faith.

“Father Reinert has been good | 
enough to let me read an address 
of his own on St. Louis Univer- 
sity—and that address makes it 
clear that the Jesuit Fathers of 
1950 in St. Louis are animated by 
the same dynamic faith that 
brought one of their company to 
this place in the summer of 1673. 
“That faith is set out for you in 
the credo of St. Louis University 
with which you are all familiar; 
and which might well serve as a 
credo for our whole civilization. 
“TI want to pick from your credo 
for special notice the following 
phrases: ‘We believe that man has 
certain rights which come from 
God and not from the State. We 
are therefore opposed to all forms 
of dictatorship holding that the 
“total man” belongs to the State.’ 
“It seems to me that those 
phrases set out neatly and com- 
pletely the true nature of the 
struggle in which the human race 
is engaged today. On the issue 
of that struggle the survival of 
civilization depends. The enemies 
of civilization have drawn an iron 
curtain about them. But I do not 
believe that civilized men and 
women can make themselves se- 
cure by erecting similar iron cur- 
tains around our nations. To be 
secure, our civilization must be 
an expanding civilization.

Evans has given many inter- 
pretations of these and other 
rules governing the calling of 
balks which will be highly in- 
teresting to fans and probably 
to many baseball men who are 
planning an umpire’s career.

Balk for Dropping the 
Ball Intrigues Readers. 
| VANS cites many examples, 
illustrating the mysteries of 
calling balks, that appear 
puzzling ... The one manda- 
tory when a pitcher accidentally 
drops the ball while about to 
pitch to the. batter seems to 
almost rate a laugh... But not

A back to the ball game that

Almost 
anybody else would have loafed 
on the play but because Slaugh- 
ter went all out, the bases were 
filled and Marty Marion was 
able to come up and hit a four- 
run homer which won the game. 
So Slaughter’s ‘hustle was the 
ingredient that made the dif- 
ference. 

Well, there’s nothing so new 
about that. You’ve got to go 
back a long way to remember 
when Slaughter’s hustle wasn’t 
winning games for the Cardi- 
nals. You must, indeed, be 
pretty close to voting age to 
remember such a time, for it 
was ’way back in 1937 when, as 
the St. Louis skipper, Eddie 
Dyer, likes to recall, the Cardi- 
nal farms were so_ richly 
stocked that “if you needed an 
outfielder you just reached 
down to Columbus, Ohio, and 
got yourself a wide-tailed kid 
named Slaughter, who was hit- 
ting .382, and then you quit 
worrying. 

Old Enos Came Through.

W tions Slaughter’s charac- 
teristics, way of going, 

memory restores the picture of 

a small scene in the Polo 

Grounds one night last summer, 

or maybe it was the summer 

before. 

It was a lovely, soft evening 
with a great big moon hanging 
over the right field wall. Twice 
during the game, Stan Musial 
hit a ball right smack into the 
moon, and that is unquestion- 
ably the most beautiful sight in 
the world, infinitely more be- 
guiling than Hedy Lamarr or a 
sunrise on Pike’s Peak. 

A couple of old Cardinal 
fans, sitting immediately behind 

the St. Louis dugout, were rev- 
eling in the entertainment. But 
there was at least one Cardinal 
fan who wasn’t enjoying it. Fan 
named Enos Slaughter. 

Whoever was pitching for the 
Giants that night—it was a left- 
hander, was giving Slaughter 
fits.. Enos had been up three 
times and had scarcely tickled 
the ball. When he got up off 
the bench for his fourth visit 
to the plate, his mouth was set. 
Facing the stands, he plucked 
a bat out of the rack and his 
lips moved. He was talking to 
himself. His words were in- 
audible, probably even to him, 
but it was impossible not to 
read his lips. 

He said, “I'll hit the bad 
word.” He employed, naturally, 
a euphemism. 

Then he walked up, and hit 
the bad word. 

That’s all there was to the 
scene and that’s all there is to 
the story.

HILLSBOROUGH, Calif., June 

6 (UP)—Charles S. (Seabiscuit) 
Howard, 69, fabulous racing fig- 
ure, died at his home here today 
of a heart attack. 

Owner of the great thorough- 
bred of prewar days, Seabiscuit, 
and currently owner of the fine 
Irish-bred Noor, which defeated 
Citation in its last two outings, 
Howard died this morning at 8:20 
just after he had arisen. 

His vast racing 
spread over the West, with his 
main layout the Ridgewood Farm 
near Willits, Calif. 

Survivors are his wife, Mrs. 


Marcella Howard, and three sons, 
Charles S. Jr., Lindsey and Rob- 
ert S. All the children were in 
Southern California at the time 
of the death. 

Howard was one of the West’s 


wealthiest men, and his estate was | 


estimated to be worth more than 
$10,000,000. 

Seabiscuit, still listed as one of 
the great money-winning thor- 
oughbreds of all time, was his 
greatest horse. Through Seabis- 
cuit’s exploits, Howard earned the 
nickname of “Lucky” and some- 
-times he was called “Seabiscuit.’ 
Seabisouit, running before some 
of the current huge purses were 
offered, won $428,730. 

Howard was first married in 
1901 in East Orange, N. J., to 
Fannie May Howard, the mother 
of his three children. 

In 1931 Mrs. Howard sued for 
divorce and obtained a $4,000,000 
settlement. 

Their son Lindsey married 
Anita-Howard Zabala, daughter of 
a pioneer California family and 
subsequently Charles S. Howard 
Sr. married her sister, Marcella. 

Aside from his auto dealership 
(Howard Buick Agency), which 
was considered the largest auto 
distributing concern in the world, 
covering all of California and Ne- 
vada, Howard had large philan- 
thropies. He founded the Howard 
Foundation for treatment of tu- 
bercular and rheumatic fever for 
children in 1924, and he built a 
self-supporting general hospital at 
Willits in memory of his son 
Frank, who was killed on the 
Ridgewood Ranch. 

Howard’s luck, which never al- 
lowed him to win a Kentucky 
Derby, still was good enough to 
bring him three wins in the $100,- 
000 Santa Anita Handicap. He 
won it first with Seabiscuit, later 
with Kayak II and then his year 
with Noor.

After the meeting broke up, 
Swartz stated that the “advisory 
board would meet to decide the 
method of operations.

In the spring of 1949, $586,773 
was bet the first eight days, with 
the million dollar mark being 
passed the thirteenth night. Last 
fall, the handle for eight nights 
was $538,151 and it required 15 
programs to get to a $1,018,399 
total.

Unfor- 
tunately, the defeated lives of very drab people are neither 
comedy nor tragedy; and a study of sordidness, as theater, 
has too much competition on the sidewalks outside.

“THE CONSUL”: The death certificates of millions of peo- 
ple could read correctly: “Murdered—hit in the face with a 
government form,” or “Strangled—in red tape.” “The Consul” 
presents a blood specimen of man’s inhumanity to man. High 
tragedy, captured in great music, it is pure art. Because it pic- 
.tures, but does not plead, it carries the weight and explosive 
power of a fleet broadside. The only people who won't like 
this show are the Congressmen and Senators blocking immigra- 
tion of Displaced Persons. Because they'll have nightmares 
for weeks.

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


E hear from various sources 
W that the back yard is coming 

back into fashion again. Well 
with us it never went out, and so 
we are something of an authority 
on how to obtain the two main 
requirements for comfortable 
back yard snoozing, privacy and 
the elimination of any strong 
breeze that might ruffle the news- 
paper over your face. 

The best way to get both pri- 
vacy and a windbreak is with 
some sort of fence. A screen of 
evergreens will do but that takes 
too long. Now we saw a honey 
of a backyard fence that was 
made with nothing more than 
some pieces of 2 inches by 4 inch- 
es and sheets of exterior ply- 
wood. The 2 inch by 4 inch posts 
were spaced every 8 feet with a 
diagonal brace running between 
them. The plywood was tacked 
to this frame and given a coat 
of paint. Looked very nice, didn’t 
take long to install and did a 
swell job. 

Another inexpensive type of 
screen or blind can be made with 
a frame made out of ordinary gal- 
vanized iron pipe. A sheet of 
canvas awning is stretched be- 
tween the sides of the frame and 
tied to them.

OSLO. 

T 5:45 the air hostess woke 

me with a tumbler of orange 

juice and _ cheerfully said, 
“We are landing at Prestwick in 
eight minutes.” I contemplated 
trying to sleep a little longer and 
then decided it would be interest- 
ing to see how Prestwick looked 
in peacetime, having seen it last 
in 1942. 

As we landed I saw a group of 
people standing at the _ gate, 
among them a gentleman with a 
very imposing chain around his 
neck. I realized that this indi- 
cated an official welcome. At this 
early hour it seemed almost im- 
possible, but there was the pro- 
vost of Prestwick and his wife, 
and our consul and his wife. 

Tea, toast and marmalade fol- 
lowed for all of us, and during 
this interval I fownd myself mak- 
ing polite conversation—and a 
little surprised at’ being able to 
carry on. They were so kind and 
said it would have been a dis- 
appointment if I had not emerged 
from the plane as, in order to 
greet me, they had given up sev- 
eral hours of Sunday morning 
slumber.

THE AIRPORT at Gander has 
been spruced up considerably. 
And it is far better prepared to 
take care of all the large numbers 
requiring meals than when I went 
through last. 

A Pan Anflerican Airline pilot 
who happened to be there on a 
rest stop-over, came up and re- 
minded me that many years ago 
he had been co-pilot on the plane 
that I had taken to Puerto Rico 
and the Virgin Islands with a 
group of newspaper women. Now 
he is flying regularly across the 
ocean. Our Scandinavian pilot 
did every possible kind of flying 
during the war, first with the Nor- 
wegians and later with the Brit- 
ish. We were on time everywhere 
in spite of a slight delay of some 
15 or 20 minutes in Gander.

I was told by a Douglas Aircraft 
executive who traveled around 
Europe last summer, studying 
various airplane companies, that 
the Scandinavian line was very 
well run.

I can only 
say they gave us delicious food 
and every comfort. The newspa- 
per men greeted us in Gardet- 
moen. The. photographers were 
almost as numerous as they would 
have been in the United States. 
They took pictures in the plane, 
as we entered the Crown Prince’s 
home and out on the terrace. The 
photographers were ready for in- 
spection after lunch with His 
Majesty King Haakon.

A woman who stays home constantly with household 
cares and a small child needs a change of scene and should 
have it. There are reliable people you can get to care for the 
child, as.other couples do. Missouri State Employment Service, 
1709 Locust street, has reliable baby sitters you can engage. 
Now that the child is here it is even more important than 
before that your husband learn to save, with this added respon- 
sibility. Get together with him and work out a budget and 
encourage him to live within it. Then he will find he won't 
have so much money to fling around, there will be a stated 
place for every penny. Don’t permit yourself to think of di- 
vorce. You have that baby now, and it is your duty to see he 
has a happy, united home, grows up knowing the love and 
good example and the companionship of both his parents. Talk 
matters over with your husband.

OW is he going to explain divorce to his children? That 
H is the question Mr. P. raises, and it is not an easy one 
for any father to answer. 

“I have made up my mind to get a divorce,” he writes me. 
“For some years I have faced this possibility, and now I have 
reached the end of my patience. My wife is not vicious, but 
she is so petty, prejudiced, unreasonable, narrow, and stubborn 
in her views on a lot of things, that I can’t face the possibility 
of going on with her for 30 or 40 years longer. 

“We have two children who mean a great deal to me. I 
know I haven't the ghost of a chance to get custody of them. 
I want them to respect me, and I don’t want to hurt them.

Everyone agrees, I think, on the general principles to be 
followed in such a case as yours: 

1. Be frank and honest with the children. Don’t try to 
sugar-coat the trouble, as some fathers do, by saying, “Your 
mother is a wonderful woman, and I haven’t a word to say 
against her.” They have probably heard you say plenty of 
words against her in their presence during the last few years. 
If not, they have felt those words! It would be even worse, of 
course, to denounce her to them. You'll have to explain as 
best you can, that you and she can’t get along together. 

2. It's important that the children shouldn’t.lose their 
father completely, and I judge you will want them to continue 
to see you. Be careful to do nothing that will tend to increase 
their confusion. Too often a father tries to buy the affection 
of his children when they visit. him by treating them to lux- 
uries that their mother can't afford. But don’t try to give 
them two homes. Every child needs to feel that he has his 
roots deep down in security—that he has one home. That is 
where he lives—the other place is where he visits. There 
must be no doubt in his mind as to where he really belongs.

Their Program Finds Cancer Early 


Many Lives Saved 


By Clarissa Start 


HE 84-year-old woman who 
T came to the clinic thought she 

was suffering from a heart 
condition. The middle aged man 
with a pain in his back was sure 
it was the result of a kidney ail- 
ment. The chronic smoker of 50 
cigarettes a day thought they 
might be causing some congestion 
in his chest but hadn’t noticed or 
worried about the small, painless, 
growing spot on his lower lip. 

Because they went to the Fir- 
min Desloge hospital clinic, where 
doctors, interns and medical stu- 
dents of St. Louis University’s 
School of Medicine have been 
practicing an alert cancer detec- 
tion program, all three were 
treated for early, curable cancers. 
Not just these three, but an av- 
erage of one out of 10 of the more 
than 4000 who have come to the 
clinic since the program started a 
year ago have been classified as 
cancer suspects. As a result of 
quick detection and careful fol- 
low-up, many lives have been 
saved or prolonged. 

“We have case history after 
case history of patients who didn’t 
know they had cancer symptoms,” 
says Dr. E. Lawrence Keyes, as- 
sistant professor of clinical sur- 
gery and chairman of the clinic, 
as he thumbed through the mim- 
eographed pages. “Here’s one of a 
man who complained of a chest 
pain, and wasn’t even aware of a 
skin cancer an inch from his eye, 
a very dangerous area. Our boys’ 
detection saved the nfan’s having 
to have his eye removed later on.’ 

The cancer detection clinic, of- 
ficially the Cancer Detection- 
Diagnostic subdivision, is just 
that—a subdivision of the general 
diagnostic clinic at Desloge, a 
Community Chest agency where 
persons in lower income groups 
may go for medical care. 

“What we have done,” Dr. Jo- 
seph V. Finnegan, vice chairman, 
explains, “is to stress for our stu- 
dents and for the benefit of the 
patients those symptoms impor- 
tant to cancer detection. If a pa- 
tient comes in complaining of 
certain symptoms — persistent 
vomiting, bleeding, hoarseness— 
they are examined for cancer. In 
addition, we train our men to do 
things that aren’t ordinarily done,

such as feel the base of the 
tongue, palpate the breasts of all 
women patients over a certain 
age, look at exposed surfaces of 
the skin. It’s amazing how many 
small skin cancers will be -over- 
looked. 

“Rectal examinations are per- 
formed on all men over 40. If a 
man comes in complaining of an 
ingrown toenail and we haul out a 
long tube for another sort of ex- 
amination, he may give us a fun- 
ny look, but we try to explain 
what we're doing and most of 
them understand. 

“Let’s say an elderly man 
comes in with a backache. He is 
sent to the kidney clinic for fur- 
ther diagnosis. to the orthopedic 


clinic for possible back strain, but 
we also order an X-ray of his pel- 
vis and back.”

RKING in close connection 
with the cancer detection 
clinic are the basic science 

departments of the Medical School 
of St. Louis University across the 
street, such as the Department of 
Pathology, under Dr. Henry Pink- 
erton, where cancer research is 
done. In an adjoining building to 
the medical school at the School 
of Dentistry, cancer research and 
detection is equally important. 
“The DDS man must realize 
that almost five per cent of all 
cancer cases occur in the oral 
cavity,” says Dr. William H, 


Bauer, of the School of Dentistry. 
“Dentists and dental students are 
encouraged to investigate mouth 
ulcers, swelling of the lymph 
hodes and neck region, as possible 
cancer indications. 

“That is one part of our pro- 
gram. The other part is cancer 
research, especially in cancer of 
the salivary glands since that is 
one of the most complicated 
problems. We are using various 
cancer-producing substances, in- 
troducing them into the salivary 
glands of animals; first we used 
rabbits, then mice, and now ham- 
sters, in order to produce cancer 
conditions exactly like that of hu- 


man beings.”

How It Started

“The Tailor Makes the Man.” 
HEN Andrew Jackson charac- 
terized Sam Houston as “A 
man made by God and not 

by a tailor,” his allusion was of 
course to this old proverb that 
“The tailor makes the man,” 
which he thereby helped to per- 
petuate. 

The saying is so old in common 
knowledge as well as literature, 
that even its first appearance in 
English is an allusion to a pro- 
verbial idea. Actually, it goes 
back to the Latin saying which in 
translation would be “The gar- 
ment makes the man,” and this 
may be the reason that today 
more persons say “Clothes make 
the man” than “The tailor makes 
the man.” However, the tailor is 
in the picture in recorded Eng- 
lish since the first decade of the 
sixteen hundreds. 

In 1607, the English dramatist, 
Thomas Dekker, wrote, “They 
say three Taylors go to the mak- 
ing up of a man, but Ime sure 
I had foure Taylors and a halfe 
went to the making of me thus.” 
Already, in 1607, “they say”! 

It seems that Andrew Jackson’s 
attribution to God was in the tra- 
dition of an English physician, 
John Bulwer, who in 1650 wrote 
“God makes and the tailor 
shapes.” And the good doctor's 
allusion to the tailor as already 
a familiar figure in the man- 
making function was preceded not 
only by Dekker, but by the hu- 
morous allusions of Shakespeare, 
which are actually the first refer- 
ences to the idea in print; in the 
instance of ‘“‘King Lear” they date 
1605. 

Another Elizabethan dramatist, 
Ben Johnson enters this history 
only in 1625, in his “The Staple 
of News,” but his contribution is 
too good to miss: 

“Believe it, sir, that clothes do 
much upon the wit, as weather 
does on the brain; and thence, 
sir, come your proverb, the tailor 
makes the man.’

is another that enters into the 

cancer detection and ee 
program, in keeping with Dr. 
Finnegan’s statement, “We make 
ameffort to avoid being machine- 
like and try to keep our work on 
a personal basis.” 

As examples of this personal- 
ized approach are such stories as 
the one about a barber who had 
to have a cancer operation but 
didn’t want to be away from his 
place of business for fear his com- 
petitor would get all his custom- 
ers. The clinic set about find- 
ing a barber who was paid to take 
over the man’s business until he 
could return. An older woman 
who did not want to have a breast 
caneer removed because she was 
going to be married and afraid 
her future husband would no 
longer find her attractive, re- 
quired much psychological assist- 
ance and persuasion. Both the 
operation and the marriage 
turned out successfully. 


In many other instances, moth- 
ers fearful of leaving their chil- 
dren while they are hospitalized 
are put at ease by the furnishings 
of hou-ekeepers or plans whereby 
older children are taken care of 
in nurseries. Sometimes trans- 
portation, by means of automo- 
biles and volunteer drivers, must 
be obtained in order that patients 
can continue coming in for treat- 
ment. 

“There was one patient,” Dr. 
Finnegan recalled, “who came in, 
complaining that he had trouble 
swallowing. We scheduled him 
for an X-ray as a cancer suspect, 
but after he had been to the 
clinic, he started feeling better, 
as often happens, and didn’t come 
back. We wenteafter him again 
and insisted that he come in. 
Then we found one of the reasons 
he hadn’t been back was lack of 
transportation so we arranged 
that, too. It was a good thing, as 
the X-ray showed cancer of the 
esOphagus and we were able to 
get it at an early stage.” 

As important as any phase of 
the work of the clinic is this 
follow-up service. Clinical secre- 
tary Marybeth McNamara and Dr. 
Finnegan go over all records each 
Wednesday and Friday. If X-rays 
are ordered, a note is made of it 
and the record is reviewed in 
three or four weeks. If any cancer 
treatment is started, Miss Mc- 
Namara calls or writes the pa- 
tient, and keeps after him until 
he does come in. 

“We expend an enormous 
amount of effort for a few pa- 
tients,” Dr. Finnegan says, “but 
it’s worth while for them and it 
impresses on our students and 
residents the importance of can- 
cer detection.” 

“Sometimes it’s necessary for 
these two,” said Dr. Keyes of 
Finnegan and Miss McNamara, 
“to go through stacks of records, 
read every word on the chance of 
picking up one or two cases. But 
we feel it’s worth while. After all,

If this was the case, a spade 
lead would establish South's jack 
and let him discard a heart on it 
from dummy; then he would lose 
only one heart trick and make his 
contract. Moreover, if South had 
started with a singleton diamond, 
instead of the singleton heart, 
East certainly could not afford to 


‘lay down the ace of hearts, be- 


cause that would be his second 
and last trick. 

Thus, feeling that a singleton 
diamond in South’s hand was far 
more probable than a singleton 
heart, East shifted to a low dia- 
mond. South made an excellent 
guess on this play—he put in his 
own deuce—and when West’s king 
was sacrificed to the ace, South 
lost no diamond tricks!
